From the beginning with man on 
earth, God has blessed those who hon- 
ored Him. Various miracles have been 
wrought, and sick have been healed 
apart from the salvation of their souls. 
We often meet people who admit that 
God used to heal but so many reme- 
dies, doctors and other means are 
available now that He expects us to 
resort to them instead of troubling 
Him with every little matter. As if to 
say, man’s knowiedge has increased 
and many things can be done to help 


God out. As for saving and healing, | 3 


God needs no help. If we only do our 
duty in serving Him, He will do the 
rest. 

We will quote a few statements for 
the healing of the body from the Old 
Testament and note carefully that con- 
ditions are to be met and God honor- 
ed and served if we are to receive the 
benefits of salvation and healing. God 
takes a delight in blessing His chil- | 
dren and He hears and answers their | 
prayers. “The prayers of a righteous | 
man availeth much.” We are com: | 
manded to pray, so the benefits come | 
to us thru faith and prayer. “Ask and | 
ye shall receive.” We will give now a} 
few instances of healing among the | 
old prophets and righteous men of | 
God as proof. Abraham prayed for the | 
healing of Abimelech and God answer- 
ed. Gen. 20:17. Isaae intreated for his | 
wife, God answered. Gen. 25:21. God 
gave Israel a conditional promise—if 
they would obey Him He would put | 
none of these diseases upon them. “Ty 
am the Lord that nealeth thee.” Exod 
15:26; 23:25; Deut. 28:57-62. 

Sickness is of Satan. Some of the 
fruits of sin, unbelief and disobedience 
brought sickness; salvation, faith and 
obedience will banish it. Sin brought 
the curse and sometimes the right- 
eous have to suffer as in the case of 
Job and another case in John 5:2, 3. 
Rejecting light and truth will cause 
us to suffer some. “If ye shall despise 
my statutes, or if your soul abhor my 
judgments, so that ye will not do all 
my commandments, but that ye break 
my covenant: I also will do this unto 
you; I will even appoint over you ter- 
ror, consumption, and the burning 
ague.” Lev. 26:15, 16. 

Adam’s and Eve’s sin brought sick- 
ness and suffering which will remain 
in our midst as long as people de- 
light in sin, or until complete redemp- 
tion thru Jesus. A terrible calamity 
came upon Miriam because she, with 
Aaron, spoke against Moses, their 
brother, because of the woman he had 
married. God was displeased with them 
murmuring against him and called 
them to witness that He was pleased 
with Moses. With him will I speak, 
mouth to mouth and not in dark 
speeches. Because of this evil Miram 
was stricken with leprosy, but faith- 
ful Moses prayed and she was healed. 
Num. 12:13. 

A curse came upon Israel in the 
form of serpents and God commanded 
Moses to make a fiery serpent and set 
it upon a pole that every one that was 
bitten when he looked upon this 
brazen serpent would live. Num, 21:8. 
This brazen serpent is a type of Je- 
sus Christ. John 3:4, 5. Leprosy is a 
type of sin, the most terrible disease 
known to man and woman. A captive 
was healed of it. 2 Kings 5:14. Heze- 
kiah prayed for himself that he be 
heaiea. God heard and answered. 2 
Kings 20:5, 6. Elisha prays for the 
raising of the Shunammite’s son from 
death. Note the results in 2 Kings 
4:20-24. 1 Kings 17:23. King Asa knew 
the Lord but failed to trust in Him 
and he died. (Hezekiah hved because 
he prayed: Asa died because he failed 
to pray). God delights to help His 
trusting children and bear their bur: 
dess for them. Jeremiah said. “Thus 
saith the Lord, Cursed be the man that 
trusteth in man and maketh flesh his 
arm, and whose heart departeth from 
the Lord.” Jer. 17:5. This proves that 
it pays to trust in God. 

David believed in healing for the 
body as we find recorded in Psa. 6:2. 
“Have mercy upon me, O Lord, for I 
am weak: O Lord, heal me.” “I cried 
unto thee and thou hast healed me.” 











Psa. 30:2. David then praises the 
Lord: “Bless the Lord, O my soul, and 


forget not all his benefits, who for- 
giveth all thine iniquities; who heal- 
eth all thy diseases.” Psa. 103:3. He 
sent His Word and healed them, Oh 
that man would praise the Lord for 
his goodness, and for his wonderful 
works to the children of men. Ps. 107: 
20, 21. In Isaiah’s prophecy of Christ 
and His works, he said, Then the eyes 
of the blind shall be opened and the 
ears of the deaf shall be unstopped; 
the lame man shall leap as an hart, 
and the tongue of the dumb sing. Isa. 
5:5,6. This corresponds with the life 
and works of Christ. Isaiah also said,

We 
can be redeemed from sin now and we 
must be redeemed to be able to enter 
H-aven, also to be able to trust Him 
for healing, for surely if we confess 
and forsake our sins, He is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness. 
He hath borne our grief and carried 
our sorrows. Himself took our infirm- 
ities and bare our sickness. Isa, 53:4, 
5. Matt. 8:17. In the face of these facts 
the question, Will God heal today? 


| should be forever settled. Jesus is the 


same yesterday, today and _ forever. 
Heb. 13:8. Yet there are many doubt- 
ers who have for their excuse the mul- 
titude of “doctors and patent medi- 
cines that God has provided.” God has 
provided a perfect salvation for every 
living soul, but only those who accept 
will receive benefits. The believers 
and the doubters, or unbelievers, are 
the ones the remedies are for if they 
were provided for anyone at all. God’s 
love and mercy is over all. We do not 
have to bear what Jesus bore for us. 
Therefore God heals today thru Jesus 
and not just thru the mind, but thru 
he blood of Jesus which many dis- 
sredit. It is an anti-christ spirit that 
denies the power in the blood and 
body of Christ. 1 John 2:22; 4:3. 
Whoso rejects Christ or His blood will 
be lost in spite of all their accomplish- 
ments. 

Christ brought a message on heal- 
ing and a remedy for healing that will 
meet every need of every man, woman 
and child living, for soul or body, 
blind, deaf or dumb. The Gospel story 
of Calvary has brought much’ good 
news to ts and we should take heed 
to the doctrine for by doing so we save 
both ourselves and those who hear us. 
Faith cometh by hearing and often we 
b-eak the news to some suffering soul 
and they grasp faith and the work is 
done. The doctrine of healing is ap- 
plicable to all the sick ‘as forgiveness 
‘s to all sinners. Psa. 103:3. You may 
not accept salvation, or healing, but 
it has been purchased for you in the 
atonement and paid for on the cross. It 
is free to you whether you receive it 
or not. It takes yielding and conse- 
crating to God. Take the attitude of a 
slave, not for self, but for the Master. 
If you yield unconditionally to Goa 
and hold yourself continually subject 
to His will, you can get all God pur- 
chased for you. You can then press 
your claim and roll away the stones. 
Conditions are to be met to get God’s 
blessings, and it blesses God for us to 
meet them, so He forgives and heals 
us. The deep things from God are the 
best things; these are often obtained 
thru difficulties of some nature and 
thru these experiences blessings will 
seem more precious and sweeter to 
the saint of God. Our faith at times 
is tested for reasons unknown to us, 
but after we have been sufficiently 
tried we receive the promise, Thru 
much tribulation we shall enter into 
the kingdom of God.

THE DEAD 
This too is a certainty. “Marvel not 
at this:

til we meet the grim monster, 


for the hour is coming, in 
which all that are in the graves shall 
hear His voice, and shall come forth; 
they that have done good, unto the 
vesurrection of life; and they that 
have done evil, unto the resurrection 
of damnation.” As to the body resur- 
rected, it will be the one deposited. 
How are the dead raised up and 
with what body do they come forth? 
How was Christ raised up and with 
what body did He come forth? His 
resurrection was the pledge and pat- 
tern of our resurrection. He had the 
nail prints in His han@s and He told 
Thomas to come forth and thrust his 
hand in His side and be not faithless 
but believing. As He walked on the 
way with the apostles to Emmaus He 
talked with them. At the evening meal 
He was revealed to them. He entered 
into the room where the apostles were 
gathered, the door being shut, He 
could enter in without opening the 
door. So we see He had His same 
body, only it was glorified. 
THE JUDGMENT 


“And I saw a great white throne, 
and him that sat on it, from whose 
face the earth and the heaven fled 
away; and there was found no place 
for them.

5:10, “For we must 
all appear before the judgment seat 
of Christ; that every one may receive 
the things done in his body, accord- 
ing to that he hath done, whether it 
be good or bad.” “But when thou mak- 
est a feast, call the poor, the maimed, 
the lame, the blind.” Luke 14:13. This 
is the first judgment, and takes place 
after the resurrection, 

The second, Matt. 25:31-33, “Whem 
the Son of man shall come in his: 
glory, and all the holy angels with 
him, then shall he sit upon the throne 
of his glory: And before him shall be 
gathered all nations; and he shall sep- 
arate them one from another, as a 
shepherd divideth his sheep from the 
goats: And he shall set the sheep on 
his right hand, but the goats on the: 
left.” As you notice this is [nm the 
Plural and it will be nations and not 
individuals. The sheep nations will 
he those wi:o nave been kind to His 
brethren, the Jews. The goat nations 
will be those who have hated and per- 
secuted the Jews, 

The judgment will be an awful test 
of character. The eyes of Omniscience 
will penetrate into the deepest depths 
of the human heart and who shall be 
able to stand the test? It will be so 
awful that men will seek to hide them- 
selves from the face of Him who sit- 
teth on the throne, and will call for 
the rocks and mountains to fall on 
them and hide them from the face of 
Him who sitteth on the throne and’ 
from the wrath of the Lamb. Then 
God Himself will be a reality. When

ST. JOSEPH, Mo. (June 3)—Five 
years ago last January the member- 
ship here consisted of just a few in 
number and we had a very small build- 
{ng ‘rented on the back of a lot on 
Lake Avenue, which cost us ten dol- 
lars per month, so we began to talk 
about buying a lot and building a 
church house.

About two years later we went to the 
lumber company and asked for ma- 
terial to finish the building on the 
inside, and they let me have the ma- 
terial, so again we all went to work 
and soon finished it on the inside. The 
last of last April we paid the balance 
of all the debt. The entire amount 
has been paid by free-will offerings, 
and money that the “Doreas Band” 
made by sewing, others did some so- 
liciting. God touched the hearts of our 
business men until almost every firm 
contributed to our building fund. Now 
God did this for us. 

Yesterday was the day announced 
for dedication of the property, and I 
am unable to tell you of the wonder- 
ful day we had (in spite of the bad 
and rainy weather we had, which kept 
many from attending), and we did 
not get to carry out the program as 
planned. Brother F. R .Harrawood and 
three carloads of the saints from 
Kansas City were present. After songs 
and prayers, Brother Harrawood 
preached on the subject, “God’s 
House.”

the dying, how much more the real 
Christ, when we look upon Him, will 
banish sin and disease.

To The Churches of 
God in W. Virginia 


I wish to again call your attention 
to the Mission quota for W. Va. This 
amount, as you are aware, has been 
set at five per cent of the amount of 
the tithes paid in by each local church, 
and it seems as though some of the 
ministers think that they are the ones 
to pay, this out of their tithes, but let 
me say that this was not the inten- 
tion of the ruling of the General As- 
sembly (unless you would not raise, 
or make an effort to raise the amount 
by means of offerings), then in the 
event the pastors did not raise the 
quota, the General Assembly has au- 
thorized the clerk to take the amount 
out of the pastor’s tithes. 

Now let me further say, that the 
General Assembly, in adopting this 
ruling, did not annul the previous rul- 
ings that it had passed that each local 
chureh should take an offering for the 
Missions the second Sunday in each 
month, and also an offering for the 
orphans on the fourth Sunday in each 
month, and if the amount is raised by 
the pastors there will be no occasion 
for the clerk to take the amount out 
of their tithes. 

Brethren there is entirely too much 
slackness about putting the rulings

(8) Because the Word teaches that 
even now we can be healed thru the 
prayer of faith. James 5:14-16. 

(9) Because we find nowhere in 
the Bible where we are to take pills 
or send for the doctor, but “Is any sick 
among you? let him call for the elders 
of the church; and let them pray and 
anoint with oil in the name of the 
Lord: and the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick and the Lord shall raise 
him up, and if he have committed 
sins, they shall be forgiven him.” 
James 5:14-16. 

10) Because there is none other 
name given among men whereby we 
must be saved (and healed), neither 
salvation in any other (science, Eddy- 
ism, pope or priest). Acts 4:10-12; 
John 3:18. 

(11) Because Jesus is the same 
yesterday, today and forever, Heb. 
13:8, and we are living in the same 
dispensation as the early church, with 
the same rules and regulations that 
governed them. 

(12) Because God is still perform- 
ing miracles greater than any opera- 
tion performed by man, for by His 
method no scars are left, or deformity,

We wish to further call attention 
to the fact that there has been a sec- 
ond call for the payment of the $1.00 
per member to remove the rest of the 
general indebtedness at Headquarters 
and we cannot look lightly upon this 
call. There is no other way to lift this 
indebtedness but for us who compose 
the Church of God to get busy and cast 
this burden, which has been now up- 
on our officials for a long. time, into 
the sea. Come on now, let us rally 
around the standard once more and do 
our part in this time of need. I am 
wondering what churches are going 
to prove true in time of need by pay- 
ing their quotas, and what pastors are 
going to show the stamina of a true 
blue loyal Church of God minister at 
this time. Remember your reward and 
eventually your pastoral and future 
appointments depend upon your loyal- 
ty and faithfulness to the rulings ox 
the General Assembly and your coop- 
eration with the same. 

Work is picking up now over the 
state and financial conditions are im- 
proving and we certainly can make a 
nice showing for the Church of God 
if we will rally to the front and lift 
up our banners in the name of Jesus 
Christ our faithful Lord. 

God is blessing ever the state; new 
churches are being set in order and 
the old churches are being reorganized 
and revived and we expect greater 
things as we prepare for them.

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PERSONALITY AND WORK 


OF THE 


HOLY SPIRIT 





Before we can clearly understand 
the work of the Holy Ghost we must 
know something of Him. Some people 
think that the Spirit is merely a di- 
vine influence that they may possess. 
This idea is similar to that of the 
heathen worshiper who has a_ god 
whieh he uses. The Christian concep- 
tion of Him is that He is a Divine 
Person to whom we may consecrate 
our lives. 

In proof of the personality of the 
Holy Spirit we shall give Scriptures 
showing that He has knowledge, will, 
and emotion. If He has these He must 
be a person. We are told that the 
Spirit has knowledge in 1 Cor. 2:10-11, 
“But God hath revealed them unto us 
by His Spirit; for the Spirit searcheth 
all things, yea, the deep things of God. 
For what man knoweth the things of 
man, save the spirit of man which is 
in him? Even so the things of God 
knoweth no man but the Spirit of 
God.” He uses us as He will, 1 Cor. 
12:11, “But all these worketh that one 
and selfsame Spirit dividing to every 
man severally as He will.” 

We see that He is emotional, Eph. 
4:30, “And grieve not the Holy Spirit 
of God, whereby ye are sealed unto 
the day of redemption.” If there is any 
impure, unholy thing in our lives He 
sees it and is grieved by it. 

We are also told of the love of the 
Spirit in Rom. 15:30, “Now I beseech 
you brethren, for the Lord Jesus 
Christ’s sake, and for the love of the 
Spirit, that ye strive together with me 
in your prayers to God for me.” We 
think often of the love of God, who 
“gave His only begotten Son _ that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life.”’ 
(John 3:16) We also think of the 
love of Christ who “was made to be} 
sin for us, who knew no sin; that we | 
might be made the righteousness of | 
God in Him.” (2 Cor. 5:21). But we| 
should also appreciate the love of the} 
Spirit who came into the sinful world 
in answer to the prayer of Jesus (John } 
14:16), followed us through the paths | 
of sin until we listened to His plead- | 
ings, then He revealed Christ to us 
and enabled us to receive Him as our | 
Savior. 





There are many other acts that the} 
Holy Spirit performs that only a per- | 
“son can do. For instance, in John 14: 
26, “But the Comforter, which is the | 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father will | 
send in my name, He will teach you} 
all things, and bring all things to your | 
remembrance, whatsoever [I have} 
said unto you.” He does not simply 
heip us w understand but He Himself 
teaches us. In John 16:13 we find that 
He is a guide, “Howbeit, when He, the 
Spirit of truth is come, He will guide 
you into all truth: for He shall not 
speak of Himself; but whatsoever He 
shall hear, that shall He speak: and 
He will show you things to come.” In 
Rom. 8:28 the Spirit is represented | 
as one who prays, “Likewise the | 
Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: for | 
we know not what we should pray for 
as we ought: but the Spirit Himself 
maketh intercession for us with groan- 
ings that cannot be uttered.” So the 
position of every believer is one of se- 
cure protection for he has two Divine 
Persons praying for him because 
Rom. 7:25 says, “Wherefore He (Je- 
sus) is able also to save them to the 
uttermost that come unto God by Him, 
seeing He ever liveth to make inter- 
cession for them.” 

Most of us do believe that the Holy 
Ghost is a person but does your atti- 
tude toward Him bear this belief out? 
When we come to realize the Holy 
Spirit as a person dwelling in us, 1 
Cor. 6:19, we’ll be independent of the 
pleasures ofrered Dy the world. We 
have something much better than the 
dance hall, the card table or the pic- 
ture show. We have the Spirit of God 
within as a well springing up _ into 
everlasting life; a source of full and 
eternal, everlasting satisfaction. We 
have lost all taste for such things. We 
have the true Comforter dwelling 
within. 

Not only is the Spirit a person, He 
is a Divine Person. The characteris- 
tics of divinity are omnipresence, 
omnipotence, Omniscience, and eter- 
nity. If the Holy Ghost has these char-

acteristics He is undoubtedly a Divine 
Person.

you.” 


We see that He is eternal in Heb. 
9:14, “How much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit, offered Himself without spot 
to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God.” 

Among the works of the Divine 
Spirit is fruit-bearing, “But the fruit 
of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, temperance.” Gal. 
Here we have a moral portrait of Je- 
and all Christian character is 
produced by our own efforts, for this 
character is not natural to us.

The writings of the prophecies are 
given by the Holy Ghost, 2 Peter 1:21, 
“For no prophecy ever came by the 
will of man but men spake from God 
being moved on by the Holy Ghost.”
